Reference to the manifests § in 


WASHINGTON’S SUGAR BEETS. 


NEW AND THRIVING INDUSTRY. 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

TACOMA, Merch 22.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Commencing this year, 
Washington State will be a factor in 
the production of sugar beets on the 
Pacific Coast. Experiments conducted 
by the Northern Pacific Rallway, and 


demonstrated thet Washington can 
produce beets equal in sugar contents 
to the best beet-growing regions of 
Germany and France. 

D. C. Corbin and E. H. Morrison of 
Spokane last year erected a sugarT-beet 
factory at Fairfield, which will com- 
mence operations this year. This de- 
velopment is followed by a visit here 
now, of Seymour L. Gerlinger, men- 
ager of the beet-sugar refinery at Lehi, 
Utah, who desires to make contracts 
with Eastern Washington farmers to 
raise beets for shipment to Utah and 
Nebraska refineries. Gerlinger finds 
this year’s product will all be used 
by the refinery at Fairfield, but he 
expects to interest enough farmers to 
make certain that he can secure large 
quantities of beets next year. He of- 
fers high prices, equal to those paid 
at . Claiming Washington 
beets run so high in sugar that the 
refiners in Utah and Nebraska can af- 
ford to pay the freight after paying 
the highest market price here. 


SLAUGHTER OF BIG GAME 


MUST CEASE IN ALASKA.

SEATTLE, March 22.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.)

Ole Eri-k- 
son, who has just arrived from a 
hunting trip 100 miles east of here, 
says game is being slawshtered reck- 
lesly. One man, he avers, has fifty 
tons of caribou and moose meat. Only 
the choicest pieces are being freighted 
to market. Along the trail may be 
seen numerous carcasses, abandoned 


by hunters.”

NEW RATES TO HAWAIL 
EAST TO BE SHUT OFF. 
{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.1 

SAN FRANCISCO, March 22.—The 
Examiner says eastern competition in 
the trade of Hawali through San Fran- 
cisco is to be shut off, temporarily at 
least. For years the Southern Pacific 
has made a low through-rail and water 
rate from Chicago and other eastern 
cities to Honolulu, the rail end of the 
through rate being much lower than 
that charged merchants of this city, 
say, from Chicago to San Francisco, 
on the same class of business, and the 
water end of the rate much lower than 
the regular water rate cha local 
merchants to Honolulu. 

The Southern Pacific has decided to 
abolish the low through rate. Here- 
after the Chicago or 8t. Louis mer- 
chant shipping goods to Hawali will be 
charged the regular rail rate to this 
city, plus the usual water rate to the 
is s.

Under this new 
arrangement local merchants believe 
they can command the bulk of the

SONOMA’S FAST RUN. 


NEW STEAMER BEATS RECORDS. 
{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 
VANCOUVER (B. C.,) March 22.—A 
new record between San Francisco 
and Auckland has been established, 
the trip having been made in 19 
days, 7 hours, 39 minutes, the quickest 
run on record, by the Sonoma, the 
second of the three new sister ships 
built for the Pacific service between 
San Francisco and Sydney via Hono- 
lulu, Samoa and Auckland. 
after beating the record to Auck- 
land from San Francisco, the Sonoma 
maintained the distinction by also 
lowering the record between Auckland 
and Sydney. Between these two inter- 
colonial ports there was a race be- 
tween the Sonoma and one of the fast 
vessels of the Union Company, the 
Mararoo. The latter vessel passed her 
previous record. This, however, the 
Sonoma was able to lower by 4 hours 
16 minutes, accomplishing the run of 
1281 knots in 8 days, 4 hours and 4 
minutes. 
Upon this maiden trip, the Sonoma 
steamed 425 knots in 24 hours, or an 
average of almost 17% knots per hour. 


CONTRACT LABOR CASE. 
ORDERS TO FEDERAL ATTORNEY 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M) 

SAN FRANCISCO, March 22.— 
United States Dist.-Atty. Woodworth 
has received a telegram from Atty.- 
Gen. Griggs instructing him to enforce 
the law and ascist Immigration Com- 
missioner Hart North in the cases of 
Edward Rosenberg against the Union 
Iron Works. 

Some months ago Rosenberg filed 
eight actions against the concern, al- 
leging a violation of the contract-labor 
law. He claimed that the tron-works 
people brought six men from Scotland 
and two from ny, under con- 
tract to work in the establishment. 
Some of them are coppersmiths. Ros- 
enberg asks for $1000 damages for each 
man brought here. 

The attorneys for the defendant de- 
murred, claiming that the men were 
skilled artisans and not contract la- 
borers. The matter was submitted to 
Judge De Haven and a decision on the 
demurrer is now awaited.

VL—HOW TO GET A PATENT. 
[By C. H. Duell, Commissioner of Patents.] 


T*r7F framers of the Federal Constitu- 
tion incorporated into that docu- 
ment a clause giving to Congress 

an authority which was then consid- 

ered of minor importance, but which 
in the process of time has done more 
for the upbuilding of the United States 


then have conceived possible. The 
clause to which I refer is known as 
paragraph 8 of section 8 of article 1 of 
the Federal Constitution, under which 
Congress is given the power “to pro- 
mote the progress of science and the 
useful arta by securing for limited 
times to authors and inventors the ex- 
clusive rights to their respective writ- 
ings and discoveries.” It is the patent 
system—the outgrowth of that consti- 
tutional provision—which is the subject 
of this paper. 

It has ever been a debatable ques- 
tion whether the hope of reward is a 

ter incentive to action than the 
ear of punishment, but it cannot be 
successfuluy questioned that the hope of 
reward has been that which has 
transformed the dreamer into the 
man of action, and which has, as has 
been well said, ‘stimulated men to 
transform their thinking into things.” 

ISSUING THE FIRST PATENTS. 

The authority conferred upon Con- 
gress was soon exercised. President 
Washington in his annua] message to 
Congress in 1790, called attention to the 
subject, and on April 10, 1790, the first 
law upon the subject was enacted. 

The importance of the exercise of 
care in the granting of patents would 
seem to have been. im d n 
Congress by the fact taat it conatituted 
the Secretary of State, the Secretary 
of War, and the Attorney-General a 
board to consider all applications for 
patents. That this tribunal carefuliy 
considered the utility and im ce 
of inventions presented for patent I in- 
fer from the fact that only fifty-seven 
patents were issued under this act 
prior to its supersedure by the statute 
of February 21, 1793. The first patent 
issued was to Samuel Hopkins, July 31, 
1790, for “making pot and pearl ashes.”’ 
The act of 1793 remained in force, as 
amended from time to time, until the 
act of 1836 was The acts of 1790 
and 1793 differed in some respects, the 
most important of which was that un- 
der the act of 1793 a patent was is- 
sued to anyone who made the neces- 
sary allegations and complied with the 
formal requirements, while the act of 
‘1790 required an examination into the 
novelty and utility of the invention. In 
respect to the requirement of an exam- 
ination, the act of 1836 followed that of 
1790, and since 1836 patents have been 
issued oniy after an examination and 
a comparison between the invention 
claimed and the prior art, so far as 
known to the experts of the Patent 
Office. By “prior art” is meant prior 
4omestic and fore patents and pub- 
lications and any wn prior use in 
this country. 

IMPORTANT WORK OF THE PAT- 
ENT OFFICE. 

The scope of this article does not 
permit reference to the various amend- 
ments made to the act of 1836. Suffice 
it to say that, with modifications, ft 
remained in force until the revision of 
the patent laws in 1870. This revision 
was largely a consolidation of the stat- 
utes then in force. The act of 1870 was 
repealed and substantial) nacted 
in the revised statutes of the United 
States in 1876. | 

The number of patents granted prior 
to July 28, 1836, was 9957. Since that 
time 664,826 patents, not includin« de- 
signs, have been issued. Since 1836 the 
receipts of the office and the expense of 
conducting it have wonderfully  in- 
creased. The receipts during the year 
1837 were less than $30,000, while the 
expenses of carrying on the office «x- 
ceeded the receipts by about $4000. The 
receipts of the year 1900 were some- 
thing above $1,350,000, with expenses of 
about $1,250,000. The receipts of th: 
Patent Office up to the present time 
have exceeded its disbursements by 
over $5,000,000 

In 1790, when patents were first 
granted, the occasional service of one 
clerk sufficed to do the clerical work 
connected with the issuing of patents. 
At the present time the force of the 
Patent Office numbers 679. In 1836 it was 
comparatively easy to examine the 
“prior art” and determine the novelty 
of the claimed invention. At the pres- 
ent time the work of examination is of 
enormous magnitude, and it is not to 
be wondered at that patents are often

MAKING APPLICATION FOR A 
PATENT. 


Applications for patents must be 
made in writing, and an applicant 
must file in the Patent Office a written 
description of his invention and of the 
manner and process of , eon- 
structing, compounding and using it. 
Such deacription must be sufficiently 
clear, full and exact to enable any 
person skilled in the art or science to 
which it appertains to ©, con- 
struct, compound and use the same. 
The specifications and claims must be 
signed by the inventor and attested by 
two witnesses, and, when the nature of 
the case admits, the applicant must 
furnish a drawing made in compliance 
with the ruies of the office and attested 
by two witnesses. He must also make

INFORMATION FOR INVENTORS. 


An applicant may prepare and prose- 
cute his own application, and, for the 
purpose of giving him as much infor- 
mation as possible, the Patent Office 
furnishes, without oT upon re- 
quest, printed copies of the patent 
laws, rules of practice, and forms. It 
is, however, much better for the appli- 


prepare his and prosecute 
the same, as the value of patents de- 
pends largely upon the skiJful prepa- 
ration of the specifications and claims. 
From time to time the Patént Office 
issues a roster for all registered attor- 
neys who are «ntitled to represent ap- 
plicants in the presentation and prose-. 
cution of applications for patents. 
The statute provides for the grant of 
another class of patents krrown as “‘de- 
sign patents.”’ These are issued to any 
rson who, dy his own industry, gen 
efforts and expense, has invented 
a produced any new and original de- 
sign for a manufacture, bust, statue, 
altro-relievo, or bas-relief; any new or 
original design. for the printing of 
woolen, silk. cotton or other fabricg: 
any new or original impression, orna- 
ment, ttern or print or picture to be 
printed, painted, cast or otherwise 
manufacture; or any new, useful, and 
original shape or configuration of any 
article of manufacture, the same ro: 
having been known or used by others 
before his invention or production 
thereof, nor patented or described in 
and printed publication. These patents 
are granted, at the election of the ap- 
plicant, for three and one-half. 
or fourteen years. The government fecs

METHOD OF ISSUING A PATENT. 
It may be of interest to follow 
through the Patent Office an applica- 
tion until it eventuates in a patent. As 
most inventors employ attorne 
majority of inventors know very fittie 
more about the methods of obtaining a 
patent than does the public at large. 
Whenever an appiication for a patent 
is received it is examined for the pur- 
pose of determining whether all the for- 
mal requirements have been complied 
with. If complete in formal matters, 
it is forwarded to one of the thirty-six 
examining divisions where are exam- 
ined inventions in the art to which the 
application under consideration belongs. 
Each examining division has at its 
examiner, under whom 
@ severa Sistant examin 
of these assistant examiners 
more of the classes or Sub-classes of 
inventions in the art to which are ex- 
aminable in that division, The applica- 
tion is in due course—at the present 
time about one month after ‘its filing 
date—taken up for examination by the 
assistant, who reports the résult of his 
search to the principal examiner, and 
when approved by the latter, a letter is 
written to the applicant in the care of 
his attorney, advising him of the re- 
sult of such examination. The attorney 
or the inventor, if he has no attorney. 
makes reply to the office action, where- 
upon a further examination is made 
and these counter actions are continu d 
wntil the application § is allowed in 
whole or in. part. If the applicant is 
dis@atisfied with the action of the ex- 
aminer, an appeal lies, upon payment 
of a fee of $10, to the board of examin- 
ers-in-chief, and from their action a 
further appeal lies, upon payment of a 
fee of $20, to the commissioner of pat- 
ents in person, and from his adverse 
action another appeai may be taken to 
the Court of Appeals of the District 
of Columbia, the expense of which va- 
ries according to the length of the rec- 
ord. If the application is finally allowed, 
the applicant is notified that the pat- 
ent will issue at any time within six 
months upon payment of the final gov- 
ernment fee of $20. Upon the receipt of 
that fee the specification is sent to 
the Government Printing Office to be 
printed, and the drawing to the official 
contractor to be photo-lithographed, 
and when this work is completed the 
patent is sealed, signed by the assistant 
Secretary of the Interior, and counter- 
sianed by the Commissioner of Pat- 
ents.

HE GOOD ROADS MOVEMENT. 
The latest proposition in the line 
of missionary work for the good roads 
is an interesting one. President Earle 
of the League of American Wheelmen 
is to have a especial train, consisting 
.of a sufficient number of cars to carry 
the latest-improved road-making ma- 
chinery of all kinds, and attached to it 
will be a special car for the road ex- 
perts who will make the trip. By spe- 
cial arrangements, which will be made 
in advance, a road congress will be 
held in two places in each State, and 
after a meeting at which the subject of 
highway improvement will be dis- 
cussed by the authorities who will 
compose the party, there will be a 
demonstration of practical road build- 
ing. 
The machines will be utilized in this 
work and sample roads wil] be built to 
demonstrate the value of f{mproved 
highways and the economy In. using 
the machines. The manufacturers of 
these machines will have representa- 
tives in the party, and it is expected 
that they will enliven the proceedings 
by their competition for orders. Pres- 
ident Earle will be director-general of 
the train, and with him will be Hon. 
Morton O. Dodge, director of the office 
of road inquiry, Department of Agri- 
culture.

It will be a complete “exhibition on 
wheels,” and is expected to do more 
toward enlightening the country upon 
the benefits and economy of modern 
roads than anything that has hereto- 
fore been done in the movement to se- 
cure them. | 

Some people still seem to entertain 
the idea that all this go6d-roads busi- 
ness is more or less of a fad on part 
of wheelmen, owners of automobiles 
and others of the wealthy class. To 
show-how erroneous this idea is, it Is 
only necessary to state that a compe- 
tent authority has estimated the an- 
nual waste in this country because of 
the miserable condition of our roads, 
at the immense sum of $600,000,000. 
Now $600,000,000 would build a good 
many miles of first-class highways ev- 
ery year. Indeed, with such a sum we 
might build many miles of paved 
streets throughout the country, if we 
so desired, with sidewalks and shade 
trees, and other trimmings. That, how- 
ever, is not necessary. What we need 
for the country sections is a complete 
system of first-class, hard, smooth, 
macadamized highways, such as they 
have had in Burope for centuries. 

As The Times has said, there has 
been sufficient talk about good roads 
during the past few years, and it is 
now about time that something of 
practical value should be accomplished. 
The enterprise of Mr. Earle seems to 
be an excellent move in this direction. 


OFFICE-SEEKING EVIL. 
Two representatives of Southern 
California at Washington have recently 
inter- 


viewed. by the press—Congressman 
Waters and Senator Bard. It is inter- 
esting and suggestive to note that 
‘among the statements made by these 
gentlemen is one upon which both 
agree, and both place much emphasis. 
This is in regard to the office-seeking 
evil, as it exists today at the national 
capital. Mr. Waters told how a large 
portion of his time and the time of 
other Congressmen is taken up by at- 
tending to verbal or written appeals 
for positions, with which all Congress- 
men are deluged. Senator Bard ex- 
pressed regret that Senators have any- 
thing to do with patronage. Washing- 
ton, he says, is filled with office seek- 
ers, the existence of many of whom 
depends upon their getting something 
to do. Some of these are women. 
Many of them claim to be from Cali- 
fornia, but in most cases they have 
never seen the State. 

, This condition of affairs is a great 
evil, and seems to be constantly grow- 
ing. Chronic office seeking not only 
wastes the time of legislators, which 
should be devoted to more important 
matters, but it inevitably demoralizes 
those who get into the habit of looking 
to it for a living. The craze for office 
is. not anew thing, by any means. 
When the spoils system, with all its 
evils, was first introduced in 1820, Jef- 
'ferson wrote to Madison ae follows: 
‘This is a sample of the effects we 
may expect from the late mischievous 
law vacating every four years nearly 
all the executive offices of the govern- 
mént. It saps the constitutional and 
salutary functions of the President, 
and introduces a principle of intrigue 
and corruption, which will soon leaven 
the mass, not only of Senators, but of 
citizens. It is more baneful than the 
attempt which failed at the beginning 
of the government, to make all officers 
irremovable but with the consent of 
the Senate. This places, every four 


years; all appointments under their 
power, and even obliges them to act on 


jevery one nominated. It will keep im

cormorants for office, render them, as 
well as those in place, sycophants to 
their Senators, engage these in eter- 
nal intrigue to turn out one and put 
in another, in cabals to swap work, and 
make of them what all executive direc- 
tories become, mere sinks of corrup- 
tion and faction. This must have been 
one of the midnight signatures of the 
President, when he had not time to 
consider, or even to read the law, and 
the more fatal as being irrepealable, 
but with the consent of the Senate, 
which will never be obtained.” 

One does not need to be a very close 
student of American history to recog- 
nize the fact that these predictions, 
made by Jefferson, were fully verified. 

The only efficient and practicable 
cure for this condition of affairs ap- 
pears to lie in an extension of the civil- 
service system. This system, which 
has now been in existence for nearly 
twenty years, has been gradually ex- 


that the 
heartily approved of by a great major- 
ity of the American people. One thing 
that will, undoubtedly, do much to 
popularize this system, and lead to its 
extension, is the introduction of a civil- 
service system in our new island pos- 
sessions, to which reference was re- 
cently made in these columns. When 
the American people see how well this 
system of appointment to office and 
promotion in office by merit works in 
our. new possessions, they will nat- 
urally be led to ask why it should not 
also be a good idea to introduce, or to 
extend it, at home. In Great Britain, 
where the civil service has been on 2 
broad competitive basis for more than 
thirty years, such progress has been 
made that now the entire government 
may change without effect the status 
of more than 300 officials in the British 
empire, extending over the world. 


HE GRAND JURY'S REPORT. 

The Grand Jury is to be congratu- 
lated upon the conclusion of {te work, 
and upon the admirable report which 
it has made, summarizing the results 
of its labors. This report is to be com- 
mended for its terse and vigorous 
style, for its fearless presentation of 
facts, for its obvious sincerity, and for 
the wholesome recommendations which 
it makes. It is to be hoped that the 
indictments which have been found 
will be followed by prompt and vigor- 
ous prosecutions, and that the excel- 


Jury makes will be carried out, so far 
as may be practicable. 

One of the important matters which 
the Grand Jury made the subject of in- 
vestigation was the feeding of the 
prisoners at the County Jail. As ts 


has prevailed is obviously wréng and 
subject to serious abuse. The Sheriff 
receives due and sufficient compensa- 
tion from the county for his services, 
and there is no valid reason why he 
should be permitted to make a profit 
on the feeding of the prisoners: The 


is gery great under such a system. The 
bills for feeding the prisoners should 
be paid out of the public treasury, at 
actual cost, and no official or other 
person should be allowed a “rake-off.” 
The Board of Supervisors should look 
into this question carefully, and should 
proceed to institute the needed reform 
as soon as possible. 

That part of the report devoted to 
Coroner Holland is a scathing arraign- 
ment of that official. There is no 
mincing of words in this matter. The 
state of affairs as revealed by the 
Grand Jury’s investigations is set forth 
freely, frankly, and with evident can- 
dor. If the half that is alleged against 
Coroner Holland can be proven by 
competent testimony, it is clear that 
he is not a fit man for public office, 
and that the accusation brought against 
him should result in his removal from 
the office of Coroner. 

The strictures which the report 
makes upon the Board of Supervisors 
and its lax methods of transacting 
business make pungent reading, and 
geome of the charges are so evidently 
well founded that they are not to be 
evaded. The Supervisors will do well 
to heed the suggestions made, and to 
remember that it is their duty to 
transact the public business with even 
more care and economy than they are 
wont'to bestow upon their private 
business affairs. 

The drug contract between the 
county and the Off & Vaughn Drug 
Company appears, from the Grand 
Jury’s report, to be rotten all the way 
through, and it is plain that the county 
has been systematically robbed through 
this contract.

BURBANK THEATER. That Hen- 
rik Ibsen is not without admirers in 
Los Angeles was made abundantly 
manifest at the Burbank Theater yes- 
terday. “A Doll's House” was pre- 
sented at a special matinée in the 
afternoon, and again at the evening 
performance, the attendance being 
large on both occasions. This play 
is intensely Ibsenesque. It has only 
five principal characters, and its dra- 
matic action does not have a wide ra- 
dius. Like other of the Ibsen plays, 
it is a study in psychology. No play- 
wright of modern times delights more 
in the dissection and analysis of the 
soul than Ibsen. His analyses are not 
always correct. His realism is often 
quite shocking to sensitive nerves. 
He deals with his themes bare-handed, 
as a rule. But there is undeniable 
dramatic power in the situations 
which he contrives. And, although 
there is a great amount of talk in his 
playe, most of it is relevant.and in- 
teresting. Ibsen is seldom dull, though 
he is not infrequently somewhat tire- 
some. 

As a story, the “Doll's House” 
isn’t much, It tells of a light-hearted, 
thoughtless, but right-minded woman 


with a husband, to whom she bears 
two children, without becom really 
acquainted with the man to whom she 
is wedded. He treats her as a doll— 
a mere plaything—gratifying her 
every wish, so far as possible, and she 
accepts the situation, and supposes 
herself to be happy. “I have often 
wished,” says Torvald Helmer, the 
husband, “for some great crisis to 
arise, by which I might prove my de- 
votion to you, Nora, through 4 su- 
preme sacrifice; I would willingly die 
for you, if n ." Yet when the 
crisis comes, it does quickly, Tor- 
vald not only refuses to make the eac- 
rifice, but fa to denouncing his 
wife in extrav@gant terms for having, 
as he believes, brought disgrace upon 
him. Then, when he learns soon 
afterward that the threatened dis- 
grace has been averted, he seeks for- 
giveness, but seeke in vain. “The 
miracle of miracles” has not been 
wrought. The husband's love is in- 
adequate to the sharing of the burdee 
of his wife’s wrong-doing (which 
wrong-doing consisted in having 
forged her dying father’s name in or- 
der to secure money to save the hus- 
band’s life by a trip to a milder cli- 
mate, some years before.) 

Most playwrights would have ended 
all happily, with mutual forgiveness, 
tears in plenty, and the presumrtion 
of happiness ever after. Ibsen sends 
the wife away from her home, her 
husband and her children, with the 
frank confessfon on her part that 
she has ceased to love him, and 
the curtain descends upon the de- 
serted home, with Torvald in the 
depths of abject grief. .

If 
Miss Van Buren were playing only thie 
part, night after night, she would in 
the course of time, trim off some of 
Hits angles, improve its “business” and 
round it into more perfect symmetry.

LTHOUGH the rummage sale for 

raising money for a church or 

charitable cause is nota new fea, 
it has been tried in Los Angeles for 
the first time this week by the ladies 
of Christ Episcopal Church.

CE VICTORY 
IN VENTURA COUNTY. 


SUPREME COURT SUSTAINS THE 
PEOPLE’S ORDINANCE. 
County Anti-Liquor Law Sound and 
the Saloon Men Blue—Wholesale Ar- 
rests and Prosecutions the New Or- 
der of Things. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.1 

VENTURA, March 22.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] The peopie’s prohibition or- 
dinance has been sustained by the Su- 
preme Court. Information was re- 
ceived late this evening from San 
Francisco announcing that the Supreme 
Court has denied the application of 
A. J. Anderson for a writ of habeas 
corpus. Last Saturday the Superior 
Court’ of this county denied a writ in 
the same case and rendered a 
whereby section 13 of the County Gov- 
ernment Act is held to be constitu- 
tional. 

Anderson was arrested for selling 
Hauer without a license in violation of 
the ordinance voted by the people last 
November. He is a bartender for L. 
Cerf Co., In Baticoy. H. L. Poplin, 
Esq., attorney for the Liquor Deal- 
ers’ Protective Association, attacked 
the County Government Act, contend- 
ing that it is unconstitutional. Acoord- 
ing to this decision of the Supreme 
Court the statute considered gives the 
people of each county in the State*the 
sole and exclusive power to. regulat e, 
not only the liquor traffic, but all 
police, sanitary and other regulations 
such as are not in conflict w'th the 
general law. This case ts attracting 
wide attention all over the State. 

Anderson will now be tried in the 
Justice Court for violating the ordi- 
nance. Albert Atmor Cerf’s bar- 


tender at Santa Paula, is also under 


arrest. 

This decision also has another im- 
portant effect. The temperance ele- 
ment wil] not now recognize in equity 
the Meenses of any liquor dealer which 
expires at future date. Wholesale ar- 
rests will follow. Heretofore the tem- 
perance element has always sought 
notification of their ordinance by the 
Supervisors. This will not be neces- 
sary in future. The liquor men are 
extremely bive.
